The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
closest prior art is US 6,747,047, which teach structurally similar compounds as 
claimed in herein. However, the reference compounds are ortho positional 
compounds as compared to the meta positional compound, and also, in the 
instant claimed compound theQ2 is phenyl ring always substituted with CI -4 
haloalkoxy group. Applicants have submitted declaration showing unexpected 
results. Inasmuch as the compounds are allowable, rejoinder of withdrawn claims 
12-13, drawn to the method of use are rejoined. Claims 1 -4, 6, 15 and 17-18 are 
directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 
821 .04(B), claims 12-13 are directed to the process of making or using an 
allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a 
restriction requirement, claims 12-13 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1.104.
